SI RIKE LEADER 
UNDER ARREST 


Rioting Breaks Out Again in 


Philadelphia. 


SCORES OF PERSONS INJURED 


Motormen and Conductor* Pulled From 


Car* and Badly Beaten by Howling 


Moba—Car Dynamited In Center of 


City— May Call Out the Militia. 


Philadelphia. Feb. 22.—C. O. Pratt, 
leader of the striking ear men, is un­ 
der arrest, charged with conspiracy 
and inciting riots. 
Director of Public 
Safety 
Henry 
Clay, who bosses, under Mayor Hey­ 
burn, a force of policemen that has 
proved wholly ineffective, called four 
plain clothes men Into his office and 
told them to get the strike leader 
wherever he coaid be found. He had 
an idea. did Clay, that Pratt would 
show fight and that there would be a 
tine shindy that would further dis­ 
credit the strikers. They found Pratt 
in a restaurant and took him to city 
hall and thrust him into a cell. With 
him at the time were John J. Murphy, 
president of the Central Labor Union, 
and Peter Driscoll, president of the 
Amalgamated union, the organization 
that is on strike. 
Now that Pratt has been put behind 
the bars. the command of the strikers 
devolves upon John J. Murphy, whose 
importune! lies in the fact that he has 
powe rto call out from 75.000 to 100,- 
000 labor 
union men 
and paralyze 
every Important 
ndustry in the city 
01 Philadelphia 
Director Clay's totally unexpected 
a*Hon has rendered the whole situa­ 
tion more acute. 
People are afraid 
that It will have the effect of unifying 
disgruntled element* among the strik­ 
ers. and that it may lead to further 
disorders. 


May Call Out Militia. 


It looks very much as if the tramp 
of the National Guard will be heard 
In the streets within a day or two. The 
happenings of 
the past twenty-four 
hours, which included the dynamiting 
of street cars, scores of encounters 
between the police and the gangs of 
strikers and strike sympathizers, the 
invasion of the down town district by 
the disorderly element and the appar­ 
ent helplessness of the police to stamp 
out the rioting led to a conference be­ 
tween Mayor Heyburn. Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Wendell P. Bowman, commander 
of the First brigade; District Attorney 
Rotan and Director of Public Safety 
Clay. 
General Bowman was asked 
how soon he could assemble bis aob 
liers in their armories and mobilize 
item for service. 
Under the act of 
1S50 the mayor has power to call on 
the railtia to put down rioting. 
Undoubtedly the course of events 
will determine whether the city Is to 
he put practically under martial law 
and the street cars defended with bay­ 
onets. While the rioting Monday was 
less widespread than on Sunday, aud 
though there were fewer persons shot 
md beaten, the spirit of the strikers 
remained precisely the sam**. There 
imply were not enough idlers loose 
i■ P<»n the streets to convert an argu­ 
ment into so many bloody fights. 
But the disorder, nevertheless, wa? 
general and touched for th** first time 
thr business and fine residential sec­ 
tions of the city. For the first time, 
also, dynamite was used to destroy 
ars 
There is a feeling of apprehen- 
tion among citizens generally that has 
cut down school attendance 25 per 
cent and has cut Into the business of 
merchants enormously. 


Dynamite on Track*. 


The first fighting that the business 
section has seen took place in front 
if the Rouding Terminal, at Twelfth 
and Market streets A car ran over an 
explosive that had been plated on a 
rail, and there was an explosion that 
shattered every pane of glass In the 
car, hurled the conductor against a 
cross seat and shook up a dozen pas­ 
sengers. The police said that a small 
dynamite bomb had been secured to 
the track, a bomb exploded by a per­ 
cussion tap. 
A minute or two after 
the bang 
there were 5000 
people 
swirling at the corner, a lam through 
which the police tried vainly to bore 
a way. 
Troublemaker* ran to the 
Market Street National hank, which is 
being reconstructed, caught up arm­ 
loads of bricks aud ran hack to l>om 
bard the car. The passenger*, having 
picked themselves up from the floor 
where they had been dashed by the 
shook of th** explosion, ran for their 
iives. 
Sonic ut them were hit by the 
missiles before they could get free A 
rue call was sent to th** city hall, and 
two automobile loads of police tore 
up. 
The *ops didn't get there In time 
to save the motorman. 
Ile was so 
badly beaten that he was taken to the 
J* ffernon hospital unconscious 
The 
police cornered half a dozen men who 
seemed to be directing the fight and 
clubbed and choked them into sub­ 
mission. They put up an ugly fight, 
resisting stubbornly. 
Clay sent squads of mounted men tc 
the sections where the spirit of law 
letsness wan most manifest, Time af 
ter tim** small details of mounted po­ 
lice men roo** 
headlong Into crowd* 
that were attempting to destroy cars 
end punish nonunion workmen. The 
station houses were crammed with 
prisoner* ail of whom were h i I on 
chai g< h ai rioting 


Tier** la the brand of trouble that 
tho citizens are afraid of and that ti e 
police clo not appear to be able to stop. 
William 
Maloney, a strike breaker, 
was r.inning a car north on Kensing­ 
ton avenue, when a brick (ame from 
nowhere and fractured his skull. Ma­ 
loney dropped forward and sidewise 
over the iron gate at the car front. 
There were 1000 men and women in 
the mob and they yelled delightedly 
when they saw the motorman 
was 
badly hurt. A woman leaned forward 
and deliberately threw a stone at th6 
unconscious man. The car was moving 
f<twa*d all this time, slowly, because 
Maloney had passed out before he ; 
could switch on the current. The con­ 
ductor ran forward, threw over the 
controller and dragged Maloney back I 
into the car. It enraged the mob. Doz­ 
ens of men leaped aboard the car, 
hammered the conductor over the face 
and head with their fists, knocked him 
down and kicked him and left him 
senseless for the police to take care 
of. They wrecked the car and got 
away before the police came. 
Another strike breaker got into seri­ 
ous trouble at Sixth street and Lehigh 
avenue. He was the conductor of one 
of 
two 
Glenside 
cars 
that 
were 
brought to a halt by a barricade of 
lion pipes that a mob had erected 
across the tracks 
The 
motorman 
showed a yellow streak. He saw the 
barricade when he was a block away, 
brought his car up with a Jerk, jumped 
off and ran like a coyote. The conduc­ 
tor stuck. The mob caught him. 
"Here, 1*11 give up!” he cried anc 
laughed. 
Ile was still grinning, bis hands in 
the air. when a b ick struck him or 
the 
right 
temple. 
His 
skull 
wa? 
broken. 
Tried to ynch Non-Union Man. 
A mob of 3000. in which there were 
al least 200 women shrieking Ilk** har- 
pb s. pulled 
William Wills, a non 
union man. from the motorman'* plat 
form of a Frankford car. Lieutenant 
Sykes galloped up with a squad of 
ripy's cavalry and charged the crowd 
The police had their revolvers out. 
an I it looked for a minute as lf there 
would be shooting Three of the mob 
find thrown a rope around Wills' neck 
had noosed It and were preparing to 
swing him up to a lam ppost. The pis 
teds scared them off and the police 
rescued the shaking motorman 
The mobs resorted to curious de 
vie*** to stop the progress of the cars 
A crowd laid an American flag ovei 
th* rails of Kensington avenue trac ks 
When 
the 
motorman of a car rar, 
stiaight over th*- flag they yanked hlrr- 
on and beat. him badly. 
At another 
jaunt they rolled, with much exertion 
a pair of enormous beer casks obtain 
e<‘ at a brewery and set them solemnly 
on the tracks. There was no trouble 
here. When the first car came along 
the motorman and conductor took one 
look 
and 
climbed 
off 
Frequently 
squads of strikers or their sympathiz 
cts planted themselves between the 
rails and dared the motormen to rut 
over them. It Mas about the most ef 
feet ive barricade they found. The cat 
men didn’t dare. It would have meant 
their death. In all likelihood. 
Ashes 
cartloads of dirt. the contents of all 
the garbage cans that could be col 
lected for blocks around, piles of Iron 
and heaps of wooden te ams were piled 
on the tracks, tactics that interfered 
materially with the attempt of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transir company 
to keep certain lines in service. 
The Rapid Transit company report 
cd that 179 cars were wrecked and 
that 
1159 window panes 
had 
been 
smashed.

ot Bethlehem Steel Works. 


South Bethlehem, Pa.. Feb. 22.—The 
bader* in charge of the strike at the 
B eth leh em Steel works say that they 
scored 
heavily 
when 
the 
striker! 
ranks were inc Teased by 400 moulders, 
who went out. It is said the walkout 
has crippled the Iron foundry consid­ 
erably. Besides the moulders, ten of 
lh* cranemen struck. 
Last week the st*x*l moulders were 
about to go out, when the steel com­ 
pany adjusted their grievances aud 
they decided to remain at work. 
When this became known to the 
iron moulder* they asked for a 3o rent 
an hour minimum rate, time and ta lf 
time for over work and double time 
for Sunday. 
Frederick Sell, an Iron moulder, in 
an Interview told of th** conference 
with Superintendent Shennan He said 
Mr Shennan stated thor** is no mini­ 
mum rate existing established in the 
Lehigh Valiev, such a rate could not 
he granted, he said, and that only 
straight time would he paid. Mr. Shen­ 
nan urged the men to stay at work, 
but this advice wa* rejected, and in a 
body the moulders marched out of the 
plant 
to the strikers’ headquarters, 
where a mass meeting was being held. 
T h e strike leaders at once took th** 
rr«n into the union and announced 
that positions 
elsewhere 
would be 
found fur th** moulders.
